THE 
TRUSTS 
AND THE SHERMAN, LAW 


The trusts say they are in a dilemma in regard lo the Sherman law. 


If the democratic party wins in ibc next national election and removes the 
tariff from the necessaries of life and the raw material of our manufac- 
turers there will be less difficulty in. handling the trusts. 
If these, aggre- 


gations had to fight competition from any quarter they would be loss of a 
menace to the country. 
The general belief is even in democralio circles 


that the Sherman anti-trust law will be amended so as to apply more 
specifically to the evils it is intended to prevent. 
At, the present time the 


•trusts complain. that they cannot tell just how far they can go without 
violating the law and there is no legal authority to advise them accurately 
except the supremo court in pausing upon their eases after a long trial. 
That is not a satisfactory state of affairs but it can be remedied and the 
course suggested above will help solve the di0icully. 


AS TO BIENNIAL ELECTIONS 


Since Bhode Island voted in favor of biennial elections, Massachusetts 


is the only state that clings to the annual custom, 
in view of the advan- 


tages to be derived from biennialism hi the saving of expense and 
the 


diminution of political excitement, it may as well be admitted that there is 
no sound reason for retaining the annual election system any longer. 
The 


chief advantage which is claimed for it is that if we elect bad men we can 
retire them at the end of u year. 
The biennial election would probably 


induce tbe voters to think more seriously of selecting the best possible 
candidates.

BKRLIN, Nov. 18.—With the sotUe- 


mont of tho Franco-German .negotia- 
tions concerning Morocco and the re • 
niovul, so far as France and Germary 
are concerned of this potential menace 
of. war, a violent campaign has been, 
opened by wide sections of tho press 
nnd political groups'against the gov- 
ernment for having, as it is charged, 
indulged in prolonged negotiations, up- 
set 
the credit of the country and 


brought Europe to the verge of hos- 
tilities only to score a. full fiasco and 
reap the pettiest of -profits 
for tho 


abandonment of Its rights in Morocco. 
"Jingo" papers, influential 
national 


liberal leaders and broad classes of 
patriotic Germans attack the govern- 
ment for closing the bargain without 
having obtained a slice of the. Moroo- 
crui empire. Other parties and papers 
assail it for saddling Itself with what 
is described as a vast area of pest- 
ridden 
.and 
gold-engulfing 
Congo 
swamp and jungle, worth far lass than 
the small cessions of German colonial 
territory In Togolund and the Kamor- 
oons which France, receives in the set- 
tlement. 


All parties, except those "which -must 
stand, or fall with the government in 
the coming elections, arc wildly indig- 
nant with the government and with 
Foreign Minister von Kiderlen-Waech- 
ler over tho outcome and the "Moroc- 
can Fiasco" promises to swing dozens 


' of seats as a campaign cry. Foreign 


attention, loo, has been so largely con- 
centrated on the latter details of the 
negotiations that the opinion that Ger- 
many has suffered another diplomatic, 
defeat is widely expressed. 


•From the1 point of view of-the Ger- 


man foreign office, however, it is felt 
that, the question of 
the 
success or 


failure of Germany should he decided 
only after reviewing tho. general course 
of German's Moroccan policy and elim- 
inating misconceptions as to its aims 
prevalent both hero and abroad. 


In the tlrst place, It is insisted in 


in«pired quartern that the acquisition 
of territory in Morocco has never been, 
in the present negotlutlon.s as in the 
earlier diplomatic struggles, an aim of 
Germany. Secondly, that .Franco's lire- 
dominant political Influence in Morocco 
was fully recognizer! by the Franco- 
German agreejnent of Feb. 0, 190il, and 
that the establishment of tho French 
protectorate by the 
new 
treaty is 


therefore no loss for Germany, which, 
1n the third place, receives tho thor- 
ough-going guarantees of commercial 
and economic equality in Morocco and 
the practical means of ensuring and 
protecting this op™ door to her trade,, 
which has been the main 
object of 


German diplomacy since it recognized 
that its policy up to and after Alge- 
ciras had broken down. 


Tho enrdlnn.l principle of this policy, 


launched in open opposition 
to 
the. 


Anglo-French idea, 
of 
disposing of 


Morocco by private bargain without 
consulting Germany was that Vranca 
could obtain .no rights 
in 
Morocco 


without tho consent, of Germany and 
the other powers. 
' 


Strict and, it is now admitted, mis- 


taken adherence to this policy led to 
the rejection of a profitable Moroccan 
bargain offered by Rouvier after 
the 


fall of Uolcasse and to Algeciras. Here 
Germany theoretically established her 
principle, only to find herself 
stand- 


ing alone as Its sole defender, Eng- 
land, Italy, Russia and 
Spain 
being 


pledged in various degrees not to op- 
pose France :ind France 
continually 


finding new and always well-justified 
reasons for pushing on Its gradual ab- 
sorption of Morocco. Not being wUl- 
tng to risk a war every few months to 
check the various steps of this absorp- 
tion. 
Germany threw overboard her 


Iirst principle and admitted France's 
political interests in Morocco, receiv- 
ing in exchange a paper guarantee of 
the open door and commercial equality. 


Germany, according to 
the 
official 


German view, soon found it necessary 
to supplement Oils paper guarantee by 
adequate and detailed material 
safe- 


guards and an agreement for Franco- 
German co-operation in certain 
Af- 


rican undertakings which were con- 
templated, it is asserted, . under

this end were, well under way but with 
the fall of'the Briand-Pichon ministry, 
it 
is 
claimed, 
negotiations were 


dropped, 
Germany- - found

balked in the efforts to renew

and found the new French

embarked instead on tho expedition to 
Fez and tho immediate milita.ry occu- 
pation of the Moroccan empire^ an ad-

warned 
France openly in advance-violated the

Algeciras 
and. restored

Germany its full liberty of action.

spatch of the German gunboat Pan- 
ther to Agadir—an act which, it has

This is a poor remedy for a mistake
